Elim ination of pollution in Ohio 
w aters was proposed by Gov. 
Jam es A. Rhodes today in a 
program presented to industrial 
leaders and local officials. 
His plan 
would 
create the 
Ohio W ater Development Au­ 
thority (OWDA) by legislative 
action with power to issue bonds 
for construction of polluiion con­ 
trol equipm ent and w ater sup­ 
ply facilities. Financing would 
be sim ilar to that of the Ohio 
Turnpike Commission. 
U nder current procedures, in­ 
dustry is forced to c a rn ’ the 
load alone in establishing w ater 
and air pollution controls, the 
governor said. He explained that 
under his proposal 
the state 
would create the instrum ent in 
which much 
needed pollution 
control facilities could be in 
stalled for industry at no cost to 
the taxpayers ‘but at a con­ 
siderable saving to industry.” 
4T h e OWDA could provide an 
im m ediate 
m eans 
of solving 
pollution 
problem s instead 
of 
a long term approach,” Rhodes 
said. “ in this 
m anner w-e can 
protect the quantity and quality 
of present w ater .supplies as well 
as develop new sources of sup­ 
ply. Ample quantities of quality 
w ater are vital to industry as 
well as to all Ohioans. We lead 
the nation in pollution control 
today and this 
we can guaran­ 
tee our leadership in genera­ 
tions to com e.” 
Addition benefits cited by the 
governor would fie im provem ent 
and protection of w ater quality 
and supply; build new assured 
supplies, 
im prove recreational 
and environm ental facilities, at­ 
tra c t new industry, guarantee 
quality health standards, lower 
w ater tem peratures (a vital cost 
factor to industry) and elim in­ 
ate industrial waste.

more simply, to stiffarm com­ 
munism so it can’* eventually 
endanger the United States it­ 
self 
Most of the arguments so far 
have sk ipped over this k ey ques- 
ment and. instead, have tak en 
several different directions such 
as these: that American 
bomb­ 
ing should l)o intensified, slowed 
down, or stopped. 
“ But,” Johnson sad in his 
talk last Friday night, “the k ey 
to all we have done is our own 
security.” And he quoted for­ 
mer President Dwight D Eisen­ 
hower as saying the loss of 
South 
Vietnam 
“would 
have 
• reat consequences for us.” 
Johnson 
settled nothing, 
as 
the Senate showed when it ex ­ 
ploded in long dehate Tuesday. 
Much of it was along the same 
old lines on bombing, but John­ 
son ’s )H>int got some attention 
without 
changing 
his 
critics’ 
minds. 
First Sen. Everett M Dirk sen 
of Illinois. Republican leader of 
the Senate and an unwavering 
defender of Johnson’s policies, 
in 
a 
dramatic, 
arm-waving 
speech, told the Senate defense 


of South Vietnam is essential to 
American security. 
If Vietnam falls, he said, the 
shadow 
of 
communism 
will 
hang over all Asia and “ then 
the whole Pacific coastline of 
the United States is ex posed.” 
Up jumped Sen. J. W 
Ful* 
bright of Ark ansas, a Democrat 
and one of Johnson’s most con­ 
stant critics. “ I don’t agree at 
all,” Fulbright said. The securi 
ty of this country, he said, lies 
at home and elsewhere. 
And he argued that continuing 
the war will weak en the United 
States at home and lessen its 
ability to defend its own securi­ 
ty. 
“You 
haven't 
mentioned 
anything yet,” he told Dirk sen, 
“that mak es me believe the oh 
iective is worth what we are 
doing.’’ 
The most puzzling part of all 
this argument is why Fulbright, 
and other senators equally un 
happy about seeing the United 
States in Vietnam now. didn’t 
oppose the American involve­ 
ment from the first. 
Three years ago the Senate 
overwhelmingly gave Johnson a 
go-ahead for getting involved if 
he thought it necessary to stop 
Communist 
aggression. 
They 
had it within their power to stop 
the involvement by refusing to 
give Johnson the go-ahead. 
The Senate brok e up Tuesday 
into the usual squad-scuffle in 
which it debated bombing and. 
as usual, got into an argument 
on various reservations about 
the bombing, all of which, after 


many 
months 
of 
it, 
hasn’t 
changed Johnson's mind. 
For 
ex ample: 
Sen. 
Stuarl 
Symington. 
P-Mo., 
proposed 
that the United States should go 
beyond a mere halt in 
bombing

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WASHINGTON (AP) — In his 
explanation to the nation about 
the war in Vietnam President 
Johnson put great emphasis on 
one point w'hich for a while did 
not get much attention.

try ’s national security or, put 
more simply, to stiffarm com­ 
munism so it can’t eventually 
endanger the United States it­ 
self 
Most of the arguments so far 
have skipped over this key ques- 
ment and, instead, have taken 
several different directions such 
as these: that American bomb­ 
ing should he intensified, slowed 
down, or stopped. 
“ But,” 
Johnson 
sad in his 
talk last Friday night, “ the key 
to all we have done is our own 
security.” And he quoted for- 
mer President Dwight D Eisen­ 
hower as saying the loss of 
South 
Vietnam 
“ would 
have 
great consequences for us.” 
Johnson 
settled 
nothing, 
as 
the Senate showed when it ex­ 
ploded in long debate Tuesday. 
Much of ii was along the same 
old lines on bombing, but John- 
son s point got some attention

minds. 
First Sen. Everett M Dirksen 
of Illinois. Republican leader of 
the Senate and an unwavering 
defender of Johnson’s policies,

If Vietnam falls, he said, the 
shadow

the whole Pacific coastline of 
the United States is exposed.” 
Up jumped Sen. J. W 
Fill- 
bright of Arkansas, a Democrat 
and one of Johnson’s most con­ 
stant critics. “ I don’t agree at 
all,” Fulbright said. The securi­ 
ty of this country, he said, lies 
at home and elsewhere. 
And he argued that continuing 
the war will weaken the United 
States at home and lessen its 
ability to defend its own securi­ 
ty.

mentioned 
anything yet,” he told Dirksen 
“ that makes me believe the ob 
iective is worth w-hat we are 
doing.” 
The most puzzling part of all 
this argument is why Fulbright. 
and other senators equally un­
